Meeting minutes

The meeting began with a review and approval of the minutes from the 12/18/14. 

Youth Initiative: 

Adria wrote a proposal that included a paid eoordinator for the projeet. 

Adria and Jane met with Adam Chapdelaine, Town Manager. He feels it will be 
possible for the funding for this projeet to be kept in the town’s Fund for Publie 
Art. He is eurrently exploring this with Town Counsel and we are waiting to hear 
back from him. Next step is to attend a Selectmen’s meeting and propose the 
project for approval. Aiming for next fall for beginning of project 
Banners will be digitally produeed and ean be 2-sided 

Martina will draft a budget for the projeet that will serve as a projeet guideline 
and may be presented to the donors 

Publie Art Consultant: 

Jean Mineo’s budget for her proposal is approximately $10,000 (a modest 
amount) 

Adam Chapdelaine seemed optimistic regarding the possibility of coming up with 
the funds - he will present a request for funds from the Finanee Committee in a 
warrant artiele this winter. 

Grafton Street is a definite loeation and we would begin with this one site. 
Question raised: Do we need a town warrant to hire the consultant? 

There was some diseussion about involving ATED (Arlington Tourism and 
Economie Development) and the Capitol Square businesses. Adria will try to 
attend these meetings and explain where we are with the proeess. Adam C. feels it 
is important to have both groups on board. 

Art Roeks Spy Pond: 

Reeeived $1,000 from the Arts Council to pay the artists. Will need to add the 
MCC logo to all our publicity, digital and printed materials. 

Deadline for proposals is Eebruary 15, 2015. 

Martina and Eorri will send the Call for Artists to loeal art sehools and 
universities. Others on committee are urged to also circulate the “Call”. 

There was a discussion as to whether or not a sculpture could potentially be 
permanent at the site or at least on extended view. Permanent is not feasible at 
this time but a short extended view may be possible
